TALLAHASSEE — Fuller War- 
ren announced this week that he 
will seek no other political office, 
is satisfied with the position to- 
ward which he worked for more 
than.30 years, the governorship of 
Florida.

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"World Known Sug ar Plar 
-~ Brandes, Retires, With Family L te ln Canal Pe 


Dr. ‘Elmer Brandes, long one of 
the ‘world’s leading sugar plant 
scientists, and rejuyenator of the 
mosaic-ruined ‘sugarcane industry 
of Louisiana more than twenty 
years ago, retired from the U. 8. 
Department of Agriculture July 31 
and moved with his family to Can- 
al Point. For seven of the. more 
than thirty years of crop-improv- 
ing scientific work he headed the 
Division of Rubber Plant Investi- 
gations as well as the Division of 
Sugar Plant Investigations. 

Dr. Brandes might be considered 
one of the pioneers of the Ever- 
glades since his first interest here 
dates back to 1919 when he, on 
behalf of the United Stdtes De- 
partment of Agriculture, came 
here investigating a otic y Jo- 
cality for breeding sugar hy- 
trids in south Florida. Atter look- 
ing over sites’on the ‘southern 
shores of the lake, on Ritta and 
Kraemer Islands, and along the 

lands 

‘and. Canal 
Point, he selected the place one- 
half mile north of'the townsite’ on 
Conners Highway. 

He chose this particular location 
because of its protécted position 
in respect to the cold northwest 
winds which are tempered: some 

ag they cross the ldke. Previously 

an attempt had been made to es- 
tablish a station “at Collins Key 
which is now known as Miami 
Beach. This location proved so 
futile for sugar cane breeding that 
Dr. Brandes was lead to search for 
a more suitable spot, witch is Can- 
al Point. 

Thus was established the sitə 
of the Government Sugar Cane 
Breeding Station which haf 
been developed under Dr. Brandes 
scientific leadership from the Fall 
of 1919 up_until the time of his 
retirement. It is recognized today 
by sugar cane sciéntists as one of 
the most outstanding research pro- 
jects of its type in the world. In its 
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fields are propragated the largest 
and most valuable sugare cane 
breeding collection anywhere; most 
of the varieties in this world fam- 
ous collection were gathered from 
all parts of the tropical and tem- 
perate zones by Dr. Brandes in his 
long years of service and travel. 

‘A plant pathologist, Dr. Brandes 
started working on banana di- 
seases in the Caribbean region and 
finally was a familiar explorer and 
partieiparit in ‘scientific meetings 
in the world’s principal sugarcrop 
areas, He was given one of the 
Department's Distinguished Ser- 
vice Awards in ‘1949. 

Born at Washington, D. C., 
Banes took his scientific train- 

at the “Michigan Agricultural 
lege, the University of Michi- 
gan and Cornell University. 

His first work with the Depart- 
ment was with the Federal Experi- 
mént .Station in Puerto. Rico ‘in 
1915-16. From 1919 he was con- 
tinuously with the Department to, 
the present. He had been with the 
American Expeditionary Forces in 
France in 1918-19. As a plant ex- 
plorer, he has collected both wild 
and cultivated plants; and as a 
plant breeder has improved them, 
creating new varities of high- 
yield and disease resistance of par- 
ticular importance in the Ameri- 
can tropics and subtropics. 

His outstanding accomplish- 
ments, recognized by agriculturists 
and plant scientists of many coun- 
tries, are the guidance of research 
in the Sugar and Rubber Divisf6ns 
that conquered curly-top of sugar 
beets, mosaic of sugar cane, and 
leaf disease of the Para rubber 
trees, the three chief threats to 
continued existence of these in- 
dustries. His personal research 
achievements are numerous and 
important. They include the crea- 
tidn of mosaic resistant „hybrid 
sugar canes used throughout the 
world and the combining-of tropi- 
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cal and FEE zone species by 
breeding to make a-new type of 
sugar cane.adapted to subtropical 
conditions in the Southern States. 
More than twenty years ago the 
Chief of the Bureau of Plant In- 
dustry said, “but for his work, the 
sugar cane industry of ‘the south- 
ern United States would probably. 
now-be bankrupt.” 

Dr. Brandes is“ the author of 
scores of Government scientific re- 
ports and bulletins, and articles’in 
scientific and trade journals. Im- 
portant basic contributions. on 
plant physiology and plant growth, 
include establishing the fact that 
for optimum development there is 
required balance of light and tem- 
perdture and that there is an in- 
herent adaption of plants to the 
geographic latitudes of their ori- 
gin. He made studiés proving that 
external heat treatment of sugar 
cane stems, the "seed cane” used 
for commercial plantings, caused 
a reduction of plant hormones and 
a*striking acceleration of growth. 

His travels, mostly in the inter- 
est of improvement of sugar and 
rubber crops, have taken him to 
all tropical areas of the World, 
where he became ‘acquainted with 
research men and experiment sta- 
tions and explored the jungles. Hə 
Was among the first to use air- 
planes to reach difficult regions in 
the search for plants—once car 
ried a Papuan pygmy tribesman 
to Australia and back by hydro- 
plane as a reward for assisting in 
plant hunting.
